Dr. Maass Lectured On Cat- 
alytic Effects Of Minute 
Traces Of Water 



"Phosphorus, carbon, sulpher and 
a few other elements will not com- 
bine in extremely dry oxygen to form 
c^iiles,"' stated Dr. Ma.iss in the 
course of an address in the Chemis- 
try Building last night. Dr. Maass. 
xvlio Is n member o£ the Department 
of Chemistry, was speaking on "The 
Catalytic Effects of Minute Traces of 
■Water," and attempted to show that 
many ordinary reactions do not take 
place In the absence of water. He 
declared that in the absence of water 
the simple act of lighting a match 
would actually be impossible. Many 
experiments were outlined to sup- 
port his statements. 

The action of water as a catalyst 
has been known since Lavoisier'; 
time, according to Dr. Maass and ex- 
periments liave been performed on 
this subject since n.bout 1TS0. Some 
extraordinary results of these ex- 
periments have lead to sensational 
statements by leading chemists. Arm- 
strong, for instance, put forward the 
hypothesis that no reaction could 
talcs place between two absolutely 
pure chemicals. Cohen and Smits. 
two Dutch chemists arrived at the 
conclusion that there were no phy- 
sical constants and that these de- 
pended on the conditions under 
which the substances had existed. 

Dr. Maass cited several experi- 
ments In which it had been proved 
that the presence of a slight amount 
of moisture as a catalyst was neces- 
sary for the reaction to go forward. 
Only a very slight amount of mois- 
ture was needed, us little as one part 
<.t water in several trillion of -the 
.Vthcr substances being sufficient. If 
the amount of the water was in- 
creased it was found that this in- 
crease had no effect on the velocity

MacLeod And Marsfall Read 
Papers

Harvey Published Famous 
Medical Book After Much 
Dispute 

"It was In the year U2S, after a 
great deal of research ami dispute 
Willi h's associates thai Harvey 
wrote It's famous bonk 'De Motu ^ 
Cal'dls , et Sanguinis'." declared. 
Frank L. Ilarsfiill before a v.ell- 
ultcndod meeting of the Osier Society 
In. tho Vioc-liegal suite of Hie HI'./. 
Carlton Hotel Tuesday evening. Two 
papers were delivered, the f rst on 
"Michael Sorvetus and the Discovery 
of Ihe Pulmonary Circulation" by .1. 
Wendell MacL?od and tho second on 
"Harvey's Life and Work" by Frank 
Ç. Harsi.ill. 

After sketching briefly the early 
life of Servetus, who was an adept 
linguist, a. student of law, and of 
mathematics and physics, MacLeod 
showed tin striking admixture of 
theological and scientific thought 
which was found in Servetus even at 
the gc of twenty. He studied anatomy 
with h's friend Vcrsalilis; but to him 
theological disputes, were of tar more 
importance' than scientific facts. Ills 
great discovery, the Pulmonary Cir- 
culation, was Introduced in a volume 
ol theological dialect met c'y to 
Illustrate an argument 

Hounded by Calvin 

Servetus was a heretic, hounded 
from place to place by Calvin and bis 
followers, and after rather perilous 
living in many parts of Furope, he 
was burned to death by a. slow fire on 
October 27, 1353. His philosophy and 
his religious conceptions were far in 
advance of ills age— one reason for 
lis untimely death. His. discard of 
Aristotelian and Ueleulca] theories of 
medicine, and the substitution of 
theories of his own based on careful 
investigation limits him a man of con- 
siderable importance In his fie'.d, for 
the Pulmonary Circulation is a con- 
ception essential to Med cal Science. 

Iliirsfull traced the influences sur- 
rounding William Harvey's early life 
to his university career, lire: at

This is evidently a bid for the support 
of the Call- sex. 

Among the .speakers for the Opposi- 
tion will be the Hon. K. G. M. Gammcil, 
whoso views on this question are 
well known.

Bring Back Past 

"Armistice Terms Crushing," writ- 
ten In heavy black two-inch type, 
the beading in the Montreal Daily 
Star issue of t*n years a-.-o, im- 
nediately attracts tiie attention o" 
tho onlooker as he gazes at the 
Armistice Fxhlbit in tho Redpath 
Library. Beneath this startling 
statement is the large picture of an 
angel, personifying victory, with 
huge throngs of soldiers cheering 
her. 

In marked contrast i* the McGill 
Honour Boll, 1311-1D1S a large, red 
leather volume bearing the McQiH 
crest, a grim reminder oT the no : de 
part played by McGill men in the 
Great "War. 

Pictures of the British Royal 
Family, and of Marshal Fosh, Coni- 
mander-in -Chief of the Allied force.:, 
form an Important part of the 
Libit . Tho Royal Family group, en- 
titled "The Visible Symbol of Our 
Unity, tho Centre of all our Loyal- 
ties," comprises pictures of the King, 
the Queen, Viscountess Lascelles. and 
the Prince of "Wales. Marshall Foch 
appears i„ full uniform.

FIRST ENTHUSIASM 

To begin a thing is one matter and to fin- 
ish it is another. That is obvious. But as long 
as 't is a fact that some have the ability to car- 
ry first enthusiasms with them to the success- 
ful completion of the work in hand, and others 
have not, just so long will class distinction in 
one form or another be with us.

to feel once with every undertaking, but which 
few can recapture. He says, "The beginnings 
of Johns Hopkins was a dawn wherein it was a 
bliss to be alive. The air was full of notewor- 
thy work done by the older men of the place 
and of hopes that one might find a way to get 
a little wprking power one's s*4f. One longed to 
be a doer of the word, not a hearer only, a cre- 
ator of his own infinitesimal fraction of the 
product, bound in God's name to produce when 
the time came." 

All of us, at one time or another, feel the 
jvprld tugging at us. W_e are fired with' the 



proud young ambition to express ourselves, to 
say our own little say before silence comes. 
These of course are first enthusiasms, though 
we are never quite clever enough to recognize 
them as such. They must be carefully nourished 
on a steady diet of courage and imagination if 
they arc expected to withstand the knocks and 
insults of everyday life. 

It was remarked in an ed'torial yesterday 
that Ave are already well into our college year. 
It is not too soon, and certainly it is not toe 
early to check over our September enthusiasms 
and find out exactly how many are still tagging 
along by our sides. It would not be a gi'eat 
waste of time to pitch camp and minister <o 
the stragglers. 




WANING MOONSHINE 

If indications on this campus arc to be viewed as repre- 
sentative .of student lite over the country, there is less drink- 
ing in college circles this fall than ever before. 

The change in attitude among local students, according to 
Walter Peterson, campus policeman, is the reason for this 
trend. Instead of appearing as funny an inebriated student 
arouses the disgust of his fellows, Peterson says, anil most 
of the students are abstaining from liquor altogether. 

If this is true. Glory be— but it is impossible that the 
campus officer may be wrong about the booze situation here. 
The students may be learning ways of doing their drinking 
without being caught. Even so, that is far better than for a 
university man to parade his weakness in public. 
'The whole liquor question is being given much thought 
on the Indiana campus this fall, perhaps because it is being 
given so much attention in the national political campaign. 

If for no other reason, students of Indiana should regard 
the reputation of their Alma Mater before indulging in in- 
toxicants. When one inebriate disgraces himself, the entire 
University is placed under a cloud of condemnation, for the 
public has a way of viewing an irregularity of one student 
as being common to all. 

Cartoonists and other professional humorists seemingly 
take great delight in alluding to "the collegiate sport of 
drinking" until off-campus folk have come to view drinking 
as a dominant interest in college. -- 

While drinking has bee nindulgcd in by students who 
believed it was collegiate to be able to flourish a flask, that 
fad is waning. Booze-hounds are in the minority on the In- 
diana university campus. Their questionable accomplishment 
is not great enough to inspire many followers among the 
under-classmen. Fraternity leaders and alumni who have the 
interest at heart of their University and fraternities arc 
doing much in a quiet way to make for temperance and 
sobriety on Indiana's campuç.-Indiana "Daily Student".

I.S.S. srow out of tho European 
Student lîellef which was organized 
at tho closo of tho Great War to 
moet actual physical . neod among 
students who wera faclns starvation 
In countries where University life was 
threatened with castrophe. Five 
years later when tho phys'cal need 
bjcnmo less urgent it was realized 
that an additional factor had entered 
Into this work of relief, which was 
the development of nn interest and 
understanding between students in 
tho sending and receiving countries— 
an understanding which Is operating 
now In tho promotion of world peace 

At the present time tho program of 
l.S.S. includes Relief, Self-IIelp, and 
Cultural Cooperations, ltelief Is still 
necessary among Russian refugee stu- 
dents, utid to meet emergency in 
China and in South Africa. Self-help 
was little known In Europe before 
tha War, but there are now operating 
in Paris a student restaurant, a stu 
dent employment bm-'-au, hostel, etc. 
run on cooperative lines. Ono inter 
estlpg result of' some of tho "Self- 
Help'' measures bas been closer co- 
operation between university and 
working classes, which should con- 
tribute to a promot'on of Industrial 
penco. 

The program for Cultural-Co 
operation Includes publications such as 
Vox Ktudicntlum, an Internationa 
student magazine publ'shed In three 
languages, which presents a valuarnc 
means of exchange of student, thought 
throughout the world. Under this 
heading also como such conferences 
ah the ono held at Chartres this 
summer where 100 students, repre 
seating soin* 27 nationalities ex 
changed op' nions on problems of uni 
versnl Interest and concern. Some 
v- '•-•■'■• may recall the visit of Roy 
XM, an I.S.S. secretary In Europe 

ho spoke nt. McGill. last. year. By 
this exchange of secretaries the I.S.S 
realize* something of Its 'aim In thus 
widening tho horizon of University 
iludonts. 

Their total budgot for the coming 
year Is $60,000. .of which II is hoped 
that Canada will contribute f 1,000 
This Is only a small fraction of the 
total, although it is doubla the 
amount- donated last year timl 
obtained through purely voluntary 
contributions.

The blue 
teams have been devoting their ener- 
gies to a quick despatch of their sev- 
eral plays with wide ex'ention plays, 
which, added to their customary at 
ripping the McGIU Une is expected to 
give the red team a Kittle befitting 
this year's college struggle. In an ef 
fort to arrive at as reliable a half line 
as Is procurable, all available players 
at Varsity have been tried.

Dr. Hatcher Will 
Prepare Booklet 

Chart To Show Relations 
Between Chemical Reactions 



At his lecturo on organic chemistry 
last Tuesday, Dr. llatchcr announced 
that provided ho got support from the 
students, ho was willing to publish a 
chart showing tho relations between 
tha reactions taken up In Chemistry 
•J this year. After fourteen years of 
experience he Is certain that the host 
way to study organic chemistry was 
by means of such a chart. During 
the course of his lectures he has been 
continually bringing this fact to the 
« attention of his students. 

Th« char: is to be published In a 
booklet about the size of the average 
note-book, but it will consist of only 
e'ght pages. He said that the prepar- 
ation of the boot: would take about 
three evenings work on his part, but 
it would not be out of the hands of 
the printers for three weeks. The 
agreement with the printer was that 
the price of the chart would not ex- 
ceed one dollar. This, he stated, 
would barely cover the cost of prod- 
uction, as there would only be a 
sufficient number printed fer the 
class. The books will be on sale at 
tho McGftl College Avenue book- 
shops. r>r. Hatcher's work on the 
chart .'s without pecuniary benefit to 
himself. 

Dr. llatchcr said that unless at 
least two-thirds of the c!ass wished 
to get the bock, 't would no: be pub- 
lished. A show of hands was Taken 
in order to sïe whether the students 
desired to buy the book. Tha result 
was unanimously in favour, and ".he 
book will scon be ready for the stu- 
dent?.

oî the reaction. The quantity of 
water was found to be the 'tame 
both before and alter the reaction 
thus proving it to be a true catalyst. 
Another proof wae mentioned 'by Dr. 
Maass when he said, "Water is a 
catalyst inasmuch us it is & catalysst 
for one reuction and also a catalyat 
for the roverse reaction. 

Moisture Aboolutely Necessary 
To show that rnoimiyc was ab- 
solutely necessary for many re- 
actions Dr. Maass described several 
experiments by H. K. Baker and 
other chemists. In one of these 
Baker had dry phosporua In an inert 
atmosphere in one tube and pine dry 
oxygen in another. On removing the 
phosphorus from the first tube and 
bringing it in contact with the air it 
burst into flames; but on plunging 
it into tho dry oxygon. Instead of 
burning faster, the flames were im- 
mediately cxtlgulshcd. "A very 
striking experiment," commented Dr. 
Maass. 

In the case of another experiment 
Dr. llaass explained that, freshly 
formed pure water docs not act n« a 
catalyst. This fact lctl Armstrong to 
.conclude- that chemical reactions 
cannot take place between pure 
chemicals, in the experiment in 
question hydrogen and oxygen which 
usually combine with explosive vio- I 
lence were completely dried and 
heated to 1000 decrees. In the In- 
tense heat r/f an electric arc a small 
amount of combination occurred. 
Tiierfi was now some water In the 
mixture but It did not act as a cat- 
alyst, thus showing that pure water 
does not influence the réaction un- 
der tho circumstances of the experi- 
ment, . > 

Vaiious other experiments show- 
ing changes in boiling-points and vi- 
pour densities, which are supposed to 
be constant, were then outlined. Dr.

Showed Films 
At Institute 

Prof. Waugh Lectured On 
James Wolfe 

Under the auspices of tho Mont- 
real History Association, school 
children and adult historians of the 
city heard Professor W. T. Waugh 
Tuesday night in the Mechanics' In- 
stitute when h'o gave, an illustrated 
lecture on tho life of «encrai James 
Wolfe. 

Tho early life and surroundings of 
tho young 1 soldier, ho rosu to com- 
mand a regiment nt tho age of 
twenty-two nnd to a generalship be- 
fore the ago of thirty, wore shown in 
a number of slides nnd later in a flint 
"Wolfo anl Montcalm," made by thu 
Vale University Press Film Service 
under the direction of a Quebec his- 
torian, Col. William Wood. 

Professor Waugh paid tribute ti 
the accuracy with which this histori- 
cal film was made, saying that he 
was still discovering historical points 
in it. although he had seen it about 
forty times.

Carr.br dgr. and then at Padua, 
v here he became a clever anatomist 
and a leader among his fellow stu- 
dents; and told how h« graduated 
with the degree of "Doctor of Physic". 

For many years Harvey practiced 
medicine in London, gradually be- 
coming better known and gaining 
prest'ge both among his fellow pract- 
itioners. In 1G15, he was appointed 
Piys.icion Extraordinary to James I. 
and remained at ths Court until his 
retirement in 1050. 

He produced his book "De Motu 
Cordis ct Sanguinis", in ICl'S. "This 
is a monumental work. Few books 
reach the levels of masterful expres- 
s'on, of overpowering argument, and 
of finality of conclusion to which the 
pen of Harvey raised this work," re- 
marked the speaker. 

Erroneoui Theories 

The Galenical theories had held 
that the blood was formed in the 
liver; that the arteries and the veins 
were two separate systems, that the 
septum between the ventricles of the 
heart was the only arterio-venous 
connection, being pervious; and that 
the active phase of the heart was the 
diastole; ail these erroneous state- 
ments Harvey entirely disproved; 
Further without the ass stance of the 
microscope, he postulated t Iio pres- 
cence of what is now known as cap- 
frlarlcs. 

Harvey has been callej] the Father 
of Mddern ModJchlo; and 8:J (1k . 
speaker pointed out, ",,o single man 
however great h s discovery, has 
produced effects, both immediate 
and remote, which were farther 
leaching. Modern medicine was im- 
possible without the circulation of the 
biood.
